Satisfactory gas pipes are now made 
of manilla paper coated with asphalt. 
Danish 
lighthouses are 
supplied 
•with oil to pump on the waves in case 
of a storm. 
The comptometer, a new calculating’ 
machine, is operated by keys like the 
newest typewriter. 
It is estimated that one of the 
largest stones in the pyramids weighs 
fully eighty-eight tons. 
A proposition for a great shipway 
through France, between the English 
•hannel and the Mediterranean, meets 
with much approval abroad. 
Historic old Castle Garden has been 
converted into a magnificently ap­ 
pointed aquarium. 
The work on the 
building has been completed, and but 
little remains to be done in the in­ 
terior. 
A building permit has been granted 
in New York for a business edifice 
four feet nine inches by fifteen feet 
eight inches. 
It is to be used as an 
Italian fruit store and the plans were 
drawn up by a regular architect.

In the course of November, 1870, a 
French agent went about among these 
soldiers trying to induce them to join 
in an attem pt to escape and to march 
to Franco in order to fall on the rear 
of the German army, and the like 
overtures were made to some of the

to countenance the project General 
de Bauffremont gave information to 
General von Bittenfeld, governor of

of atonem ent Lev. XVI : 20 Numbers 
XXIX : 7. 
The Jew s during the cap­ 
tivity observed four 
annual fasts. 
Special fusts were a t times proclaimed 
I Sam VII : 6, ll Chron. XX : 3. 
See 
also Neb. IX : I. 
Besides this there 
was the voluntary fast on Mondays 
and Thursdays Luke XVIII : 12. 
Fasting then being hardly unknown 
to the Jews our Lord said in effect: 
“ .'v’heu ye fast” (implying the custom) 
“ ba not hypocrites; appear not unto 
men to fast * * * and thy Father 
which Beeth in secret shall reward thee 
openly.” Reward thee for what? Man- 
ilestly for fasting. 
As to the custom in the church we 
read in the Schatf-Uerzog Enclyco- 
pedia: “ Fasting appears as an estab­ 
lished practice already in the prim i­ 
tive church (Acts XIII : 2, XIV : 23, 
XXVII : 9, II Cor. VI : 5) derived 
partly from the discipline of the syn­ 
agogue, partly from spontaneous in­ 
spiration” 
and

church. 
As for 
Lent, we 
read 
in 
the 
same encyclopedia “ Through Irenaeus 
(115-190 A. D ) and Tertullian (150— 
230 A. D ) 
the 
existence of such a 
fast can be traced back to a very early 
date in the history of the church.’’ 
It maybe th at toe non-observauce of 
Lent is one of the improvements of 
those Christian bodies who can only 
claim a 
post reform ation 
existence, 
over the customs of the apostolic 
churches and fasting is “ the law of 
Christian liberty.” 
If so, the im­ 
provement 
the law, is found to be a 
defect and a remedy is sought in the 
week of prayer which is thrust upon 
the Christmas festivities. 
It is alleged: 
“ All days and all 
times are Lent.” 
Lent means spring 
but we would hardly say “ all days and 
all time” are spring, though it 
doubtedly true th at with many 
is a continuous sowing of the seeds of 
promise but no reaping of the fruits 
of righteousness. 
With spring are 
associated certain things, house clean­ 
ing for instance. 
Every man in the 
house is inclined to think it unneces 
Bary as t ie house it swept and gar­ 
nished every week. 
Life is a burden 
to him while it lasts, but after it is 
all over he is bound to adm it th a t his 
louse is cleaner aud sweeter and 
brighter. 
Now our bodies are the 
temple of the Holy Ghost and do w hat 
we will the dust of 6in will collect 
here and there clogging our sensibili­ 
ties, and Lent, as the annual seas­ 
on of spiritual house cleaning, is most 
profitable when properly kept. 
Finally, “ three hundred and twenty- 
five days of worldliness and forty days 
of Lent are a travesty” we are told. 
Perhaps he who made th at statem ent 
is not aware th at from Ash Wednes­ 
day to Easter is forty-six days, includ­ 
ing six Sundays, but the first day of 
the week is always a festival, ne er a 
fast, because our Lord rose from the 
dead on th at day. 
And so the first 
day of the week, the Lord’s day is not 
included in the Quadragesima. 
But 
aside from that, to imply, because 
some christians observe the forty dsys 
of Lent in retirem ent, fasting, spiritu­ 
al house cleaning, th at the rest of the 
year including Sundays is given by 
them to worldliness, is unkind, un­ 
charitable, unchristian and suggests 
what is not consonant w ith facts. 
Lent msy seem a travesty to these 
who know nothing about it, but there 
are many sonls who lav e learned to 
call these forty days, “ the dear feast
